Meeting of November 15, 1904 (continued from page 102). 

Mr. Davis read a letter from Mrs. Annie Trumbull Slosson, in which she stated 
that she had taken in pools of brackish water in souihern Plorida, an undetermined 
Limuobates^ a specimen of which she sent for compari.son with fJmnobates liiienia 
spoken of by Mr, Pueno, She also referred to her finding of llulobates wullersterfi 
on the beach at Lake Worth, Fla. She published a record of this in 1901 and no 
other record is known of their occurring on land, their usual habitat being far out at 
sea. She also sent specimens of Breuthus ancJiorago to show the great variations 
in size, remarking that she had taken it in numbers in its breeding places under the 
bark of gumbo-limbo i^Burscra gummifera') but had also found it frequently on 
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flowers in the siinsliine. She referred to the capture of Cv/<7s v77;7//j wliose food 
jilant slie was the first to discover several years ago. It breeds in the stems of an 
odd “morning glory” {/pofJiaa pes-carpru') wliich trails along the beaches of 
Southern 1‘ Iorida. She expressed her regrets at not being able to attend the meetings 
of the society. 

Mki-.tinc of DKOF.MnF.R 6, 1904. 

Held at the American Museum of XaUiral History. President C. 11. Roberts in 
the chair with nine members present. 

On motion of Mr. Orolh the society voted to dispense witli the regular order of 
business and j^roceed to the discussion of new l)iisiness. Mr. (iroth gave notice that 
he would like to have !)ronght before the society at its next meeting a former tabled 
motion of his, tliat the Journal be furnished free of cost to active members in good 
standing. 

Mr. Schaeffer exhiluted a box of the rarer Cleridie and made some remarks on 
the species. 

Mr. Leng and Mr. Davis also exhibited their collections of Clerid:e. 

Mr. loutel exhibited his collection of Saperda representing nearly all of the 
known species of the Tnited States, Kurope and A^ia. He gave an account of the 
manner of working of most of the species and exhibited s])ecimens of wood showing 
their characteristic borings. 

An e.xhibition of Cicindtla longilahris Say and its varieties was made by Mr. 
Harris, accompanied with remarks concerning the distribution of the species and tiie 
relation of the variety to the type. Special attention was c.dled to a very full series 
of the form taken at Kaslo and its vicinity in Pritish Columbia by Mr. Cockle. 
Lou^^ilahris represented in jiart by long series from Mt, Desert on the 

Maine Coast, Cape Breton, Province of Quel^ec and the Adirondack region of New 
York State. 

Mr. Davis staled that a friend had recently sent him a specimen of C. lotv^ilahris 
from Pong Lake, in the Adirondack Mts., some hmly miles west of where Mr. flan is 
look his specimens last summer on jay Mt. 

Mr Bueno showed a specimen of Nerthra sly^^ica Say, from Mrs. Slosson’.s 
collection, lie stated briefly that Prof. A. P. Montandon, of Pucare.st, failed to 
recognize this species in his revision of the subfamily Mononycliinae, stating that this 
insect has not been recognized since Say’s original description, the date of which is 
uncertain, but according to I^of. Chler was in March, 1S32. Prof. Montandon 
further stales that in view of Say’s descriptioti it is evident that the insect does not 
belong to the genus Monoriyx, luit more likely to Pellopterus Guerin. Mr. Bueno 
called attention to the fact tliat Xcrlhni styiyim certainly does not belong to the genus 
Monouvx as now restricted, approacliing more closely to Pel/op/ei ns. In his opinion 
Sav was right in erecting a new genus for its reception, of which the characters are : 
absence of membrane in the hemiclylra, which are entirely coriaceous and .soldered 
together by a straight suture, lie showed for comparison specimens of Mwouyx 
nepicformis and M. fitsdpes, from which the roughened upper surface of Xertlira is 
sufficient to separate it. He also showed a I\Io)touyx from Biscayne Bay, Plorida^ 
belonging to Mr. Otto l leidemann, which would seem to be a new .species.
